Denied Variance 


A bylaw change adopted by the 
town two years ago has apparently 
blocked the entry of a truck 
terminal into the Lowell Junction 
Industrial Park. 


and an accompanying service 
facility. 

The buildings meet all zoning 
requirements with regard to set- 
back and sidelines. 

The property was to be used by 
Spear Trucking Co. 

The firm, through Atty. Thomas 
Tavenner, at a hearing before the 
zoning board in November, stated 
they intended to use Connector 
Road and Ballardvale Street to 
Route 93, thus travelling over no 
major town roads, or through the 
community of Ballardvale, except 
on an emergency basis. 

It was agreed that there was no 
need for a special permit for the 
firm to locate there, but avariance 
would be required. 

It was noted at the hearing that 
industrial properties in the loca- 
tion now conduct considerable 
trucking activity in the area. 

The petitioner felt that to deny 
the request would represent a 
hardship. 

The planning board stated strong 
opposition to the proposal at the 
hearing, while the Industrial Com- 
mission representatives had no 
comment on the matter. 

There were no other persons at 
the hearing spose either for 
or against the proposal.

The zoning board of appeals, 
in a decision filed this week, has 
denied a variance to Nicholas R. 
Fitzgerald, 23 Fernway, Win- 
chester, to allow the construction 
of warehouse facility and trucking 
terminal on Connector Road in the 
Lowell Junction Industrial park. 

The board, in its decision, noted 
that, ‘‘in October, 1969, the town 
added to its zoning bylaws --- 
‘truck terminals or immediate 
transfer facility.’ By this addition 
truck terminals or intermediate 
transfer facilities wére forbidden 
without exception. It is for this 
reason that the petitioner appears 
before the board. This recent and 
very express and specific treat- 
ment of truck terminals and inter- 
mediate transfer facilities by the 
town, just two years ago, can 
scarcely be ignored by the board.”’ 

The location of the property is in 
an Industrial A zone. It borders 
property occupied by the Gillette 
Co., Reichhold Chemical Co., 
Mystic Warehouse and is near 
Interstate Route 93. 

A railroad siding is alsonearby.

Mr. Tinker came to the Law- 
rence YMCA as Director of Camp 
Lawrence and Director of Youth 
Services, At that time the camping 
program consisted of Camp Law- 
rence and Day Camp, which had 
then not yet been established at 
its Captain’s Pond location in 
Salem, N.H. 

The camping program expanded, 
and in 1961 Mr. Tinker became the 
Director of the newly created 
Camping Services Department. He 
planned and helped negotiate the 
purchase in 1962 of Camp Nokomis, 
then set up the over-all plans to 
double its capacity and develop 
in into an excellent sister camp 
to Camp Lawrence.

Electric Co. 
To Pass On 


Air Costs 


Massachusetts Electric Co, 
announced today that bills calcu- 
lated from meter readings begin- 
ning Dec. 3 will include an 
additional cost for the consumers, 
This cost shown on the bill as a 
separate item reflects the in- 
creased costs of burning 1 per- 
‘cent sulfur fuel by Massachusetts 
Electric Company’s power 
supplier, the New England Power 
Company. This cost is referred 
to on the bill as ‘Your Share of 
Cleaner Air.’? The amount of 
this increase will vary from month 
to month depending upon the amount 
of oil consumed, the price of oil 
and the usage by the customer. 
Therefore, estimates as to its 
exact impact at any given time, 
on any given customer are all 
but impossible. 

The requirement in our area 
for burning fuel with a 1 percent 
sulfur content went into effect on 
Oct. 1, 1971. It isestimatedby the 
company that this change will ap- 
proximately double the price of 
fuel oil and that the total increase 
to its customers will be approxi- 
mately $20 million per year. 

Massachusetts ElectricCo, 
feels that the requirementsto burn 
1 percent sulfur fuel all of the time 
are not in the best interest of its 
customers. Their studies indicate 
that state air quality standards 
can be met much of the time 
through the use of less expensive 
2.2 percent sulfur fuel. The 
company has proposed to the Mass- 
achusetts Department of Public 
Health that the 2.2 percent sulfur 
fuel be used except when 
there is any possibility that 
the state’s air quality standards 
could not be met. When this situa- 
tion occurs, 1 percent sulfur fuel 
would most certainly be used, 

This increase should not be 
confused with the 1/10 of one 
cent increase per kilowatthour 
instituted by Massachusetts Elec- 
tric in mid-November in order to 
recover its increased costs for 
purchased power.

Andover townspeople’s response 
to the bottle recycling project at 
the dump is delighting leaders of 
Andover Ecology Action, but they, 
have one important request. 

‘*Please remove the thin metal 
or plastic ring that the twist-off 
bottles. leave around the neck of 
the bottle,” asks AEA leader Jeff 
Murdoch, 

‘Don’t worry about taking off 
the labels, they’ll burn off at the 
recycling plant - or washing them 
as long as they’re empty. But be 
sure to take off the metal or 
plastic rings, or the recycling plant 
won’t accept them’”’ 


Barrels are. provided at the 
dump, near the AEA newspaper- 
collection truck, for clear, green 
or amber colored bottles. AEA 
volunteers from Andover High, 
Abbot and Phillips Academies are 
on hand every Saturday, from 8 
a.m. on, to assist in the recycling 
of both bottles and newspapers. 

Citizens are asked to cooperate 
with the recycling of bottles, which 
saves dump space since the bottles 
are removed regularly from the 
barrels to go to a Connecticut 
glass recycling plant. 


The system is easy: just save 
empty bottles, with the metal rings 
taken off, in a separate container 
from the rest of the family trash. 
Bring it to the dump and put the 
bottles in the barrels according to 
glass color. But be. sure those 
rings are off! Bottles are coming 
in so fast that the AEA volunteers 
haven’t time to do it at the dump.

Book By Cole Reviewed 


Donald B. Cole, a former An- 
dover resident, has completed a 
book on Jacksonian Democracy in 
New Hampshire. 

Cole, the son of Mr, and Mrs. 
Arthur Cole of High street, is a 
graduate of Phillips Academy and 
now an instructor at Phillips 
Exeter Academy. 

He was the principal speaker at 
the town’s 325th anniversary ban- 
quet in May. The book, prepared 
by the history instructor, is re- 
viewed by Thomas T, Lyons of 
Phillips Academy and appeared in 
the Andover alumni bulletin. 

‘‘Jacksonian Democracy in New 
Hampshire, 1800 - 1881’ estab- 
lishes Donald RB, Cole as one of 
America’s leading Jacksonian 
scholars. In ten years of exacting 
scholarship, Cole has exhausted 
the primary materials -- manu- 
script collections, newspapers, tax 
records, voting statistics, legisla- 
tive and court records, census 
data -- and he has studied all the 
secondary interpretations. He 
tests the theses of other historians 
against the hard data he uncovered 
in NewHampshire. The Jacksonian 
era and Reconstruction have been 
the most fertile fields of historical 
investigation and revisionism for 
historians of the last three 
decades. Cole holds that Frederick 
Jackson Turner’s ‘‘The United 
States 1830 - 1850; The Nation and 


Its Sections (1935)? and Arthur 
M. Schlesinger, Jr.’s ‘*The Age 
of Jackson (1945)? with their 


geographical and class-oriented 
interpretations are the most valid. 
He directly challenges Lee 
Benson’s ‘‘The Concept of Jack- 
sonian Democracy: New York as 
a Test Case (1961),’’ which played 
down the class conflicts of the 
Jackson era and pointed to ethnic 
and religious differences as the 
major determinants of political 
behavior. Cole has written the 


definitive work on his subject. 

Cole’s book is not only a major 
contribution to historical scholar- 
ship, it is also a most readable 


book for the amateur. 
His narrative moves at 
a brisk pace. His prose is 


hard, lean and clear -- like his 
New Hampshire farmers. 

The Jacksonians of !’ew Hamp- 
shire were the direct descendants 
of the Jeffersonians. They wrapped 
themselves in the rhetoric of the 
Revolution and the early Republic. 
In the election of 1800, the Dart- 
mouth College Case, the Fank 
War, the struggles with railroad 
and manufacturing corporations. 
the fight to disestablish the Con- 
gregational Church -- there was a 
continuity in men and ideas. 

Issac Hill, born poor and a 
partial cripple, educated himself 
and moved to Concord to become 
a successful newspaper editor and 
state bank and railroad director. 
Hill was a tough, hard-hitting (often 
below the belt) politician who or- 
ganized the Concord Regency so 
that New Hampshire rivalled Van 
Buren’s Albany Regency and 
Ritchie’s Richmond Junto as 
bastions of Jacksonian loyalty. 


Fidelity to Jacksonian principles 
and the interests of the poor hill 
farmers of central New Hamp- 
shire, a ruthless use of patronage 
and a biting tongue and pen--these 
were his main qualities. The other 
leading politician, Levi Woodbury, 
was usually Hill’s ally in New 
Hampshire’s roughhewn politics. 


(Hampshiremen took their politics: 


seriously as the 90 percent voter 
turn-out of 1840 indicates) Wood- 
bury was a more cautious and con- 
ciliatory politician. He was a 
temporizer, a pragmatist and 
successful! It was Hill who had 
the cutting edge. I wish Cole had 
done more to develop the bio- 
graphical sketches of these two 
dominant early examples of 
organization politics. ie tells 
much about them, what they did and 
where they stood; but he could 
have turned his considerable 
literary skill to describe more 
clearly the daily human qualities 
of these two.

The Portsmouth branch of the 
Bank of the United States in 1829 
cut back on easy loans to the 
farmers. Hill and Woodbu 
reacted strongly and led the Jack- 
son administration to its climactic 
battle -- the Rank War. To New 
Hampshire Jacksonians this was a 
struggle between ‘‘the people’? and 
a ‘‘moneyed and privileged aris- 
tocracy.’’ It was a social class 
struggle fought out in the 
democratic political process. 

In his chapter on the presi- 
dential election of 1832 Cole comes 
to grips with Lee Fenson’s thesis 
as to the nature of Jacksonian 
democracy. Cole shows himself 
not only a fine narrative historian, 
but also a master of quantitative 
computerized techniques which 
Benson introduced to Jacksonian 
scholarship in his study of New 
York in 1961. And Cole uses his 
voting statistics and tax records 
to prove quite conclusively that in 
New Hampshire politics did take 
on a class character. Though the 
new and relatively small working 
class did not conform tothe Turner 
and Schlesinger interpretations as 
Jacksonians, the majority of 
poorer farmers inthe newly settled 
hill country subscribed to the mes- 
sage of the Jackson Democrats and 
their attacks on  ‘‘privilege,” 
‘*greedy corporations,” ‘‘Congre- 
gationalism,’’ and ‘‘monopoly 
bankers and railroads.”’ 

Cole concludes his book witha 
clear account of the vigorous re- 
form programs of the Jacksonians 
at the state level. He gives a 
fascinating account of the rise of 
the radical Locofoco wing of the 
party after 1840 and its strongly 
anti-corporate, almost Luddite 
views. He describes the tensions 
between these young radicals and 
the older Jacksonians, such as 
Isaac Hill, who found himself in 
opposition to the new generation 
and a defender of railroads and 
state banks. The radicals 
temporarily ended the right of 
railroads to take land by eminent 
domain and ended limited liability 
for stockholders. The radicals 
established a strong state regula- 
tory commission over railroads, 
and they passed advanced labor 
legislation. And yet these radical 
Jacksonians with their egalitarian 
views allowed racism and the 
political expediency of conciliating 
the Southern wing of the 
Democratic Party to lead them to 
pro-slavery and anti-black views 
that were conservative even in the 
1830’s and 1840’s. Cne of these 
radicals would be the ‘‘Southern 
leaning’? president of the United

The schools, who have been 
asking to hear the community’s 
school budget priorities, are hear- 
ing it from one sector - those 
interested in providing more 
trained tutors for the perceptually 
handicapped. 

The school department response 
last week was to assure some addi- 
tional budget funds for training 
PERC tutors, and also in-service 
workshops to equip classroom 
teachers to deal with marginal 
perceptual learning disabilities. 

An additional possibility is ex- 
ploring sharing some of the 
tutoring costs with perceptually 
handicapped children’s families, 
providing they can afford it. The 
aim would be to more quickly meet 
the critical and expensive needs 
of this minority of the school 
population, without jeopardizing 
other important programs for. 
larger numbers of children, in a 
tight budget year. 

Parents have risen at the last 
two school committee meetings to 
make their points: that Pam 
Kviledvaal’s Learning Disabilities 
Program is tutoring 142 children, 
but 30 more are onthe waiting list, 
diagnosed as needing help fromthe 
specially trained PERC tutors, 
but not receiving it. The short-

age is one of budget funds and 
of available trained personnel. 
Furthermore, over 100 other 
children in the system have been 
diagnosed as having some type of 
learning problems. Further 
screening will determine how many 
of these learning problems are 
specific learning disabilities which 
would require PERC tutoring. 


The League of Women Voters 
joined the parents with a letter 
asking consideration of more 
PERC tutors as a high priority 
budget item. Their letter reminded 
the school committee of their study 
in 1968-69 andthe resulting League 
position stand: that extra help must 
be found to meet children’s indivi- 
dual needs, and that specially 
trained tutors should be hired for 
work with children with specific 
learning disabilities at all age 
levels. 

Added ammunition in a recent 
California police department study 
of juvenile delinquents. Testing 
revealed that 65 percent of all 
juvenile delinquents in California 
are dyslexic. In other words, 
learning disabilities, untreated, 
breed other problems. Learning 
disabilities handicap a child in 
the most basic skills of reading, 
writing, or speaking. 

Mrs. Judy Wilbur, of the League, 
said that parents of children re- 
ceiving PERC tutoring are im- 
mensely impressed with its 


effects, and many are ready to go 
to bat to see that the Learning 
Disabilities Program reaches all 


9 to 


the children who need it, There 
is particular concern that a number 
of junior high level children are not 
now provided for. 

The problem is that the learning 
disabilities program is the most 
expensive in the system - ($386.- 
82 per child) - dealing with a 
minority of children, and must 
compete with other important 
programs for the minimal budget 
increase the school committee and 
administration envision. 

Superintendent Dr. Kenneth R. 
Seifert praises the work of Learn- 
ing Disabilities Supervisor 
Kvilekvaal in organization of the 
program and training the tutors. 


Though he has promised more - 


money in the budget for tutor 
training, he implies that not 
enough money will be available 
to reach the goals for perceptually 
handicapped children by the PERC 
budget alone, 

Seifert, Monday, told the 
TOWNSMAN that a combination of 
alternatives would be necessary. 

‘Our policy has been and is 
that we take care of needs out of 
the educational dollar. But as we 
examine alternatives, we have to 
think of sharing costs withparents 
who can pay, to reach the goals 
more quickly. Also we can begin 
to retrain professional teachers 
who already understand teaching 
reading, to be able to handle in 
the classroom some of the lesser 
degrees of learning disability.’’

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Editorial Comment 


Sound 


The decision of the school department to proceed with 
planning of school building renovations, in co-operation 
with and the assistance of state authorities seems sound. 

Last week, the school committee authorized the super- 
intendent to go ahead with seeking state assistance, as well 
as taking advantage of current possibilities of receiving 65 
per cent financial assistance for proposed projects. 

The recently approved state formula would permit An- 
dover to receive up to 65 per cent of the total cost of re- 
novations or new construction of educational buildings. 
Interest payments are included in the new formula for the 
first time. 

Supt. Seifert proposes to include the Shawsheen renova- 
tion project in with an overall plan of updating all the 
town’s elementary schools. 

Perhaps, with a thorough study of existing facilities, it 
will be finally determined that, with some renovation, we 
currently have adequate elementary school facilities. 

Updating them may be necessary. 

Such could be possible at an economical realization with 
sufficient planning. 

Andover has too long viewed new school construction 
under almost crisis conditions. 

When new facilities are proposed, they are billed as 
needed almost yesterday. 

This new plan, offers the opportunity to examine fully 
the town’s needs in light of planned development. 

Action taken now serves a dual purpose. 

It determines Andover’s needs, on the one hand, and 
takes advantage of increased state aid. 

We are fully cognizant of the taxation procedure in- 
volved, namely the money coming from a different pocket. 

But, we are also, fully aware of the need for such as- 
sistance in capital expenditures such as school construction 
and renovation. 

With considerable discussion lately of phase one, phase 
two, etc., we look forward to the town’s school develop- 
ment plan, phase one, projected for the March town meet- 
ing, with the hope that it will be a solution to the town’s 

school construction problems for some time to come. 


Safety 


Patience and safety go hand in hand, particularly this 
time of season. 

New England winter, with its usually frosty bite, has 
failed to materialize as yet in sufficient quantity to provide 
adequate frosty recreation. 

Glazy-surfaced ponds give all appearances of being beauti- 
ful spots to put skates to good use. But, the weather has not 
been adequate enough to provide a safe surface. 

Temperatures must remain at a steady below freezing 
level for some time before ponds, lakes, ete., can obtain 
sufficient ice to support skatihg activity. 

The appeal of the thin-iced areas is there, however, and 
caution must be exercised. 

From past experience, the weather will soon accede to 
the wishes of winter sports enthusiasts and the town will be 
able to flood safe surfaces in various sections of the town 
for skating. 

Using any area other than artificial surfaces for skating 
under present circumstances is risky and could lead to 
tragedy. 

Stifling of youthful exhuberance at times is difficult, but 
safety should be of paramount consideration in urging the 
young, aspiring Bruins and Ice Capade stars to wait for safer 
conditions before donning their blades.

Western Electric has gained 
another memento for its antique 
collection. 

To go along with its finds of 
recent years which include the first 
radio made by the company and 
one of its first washing machines, 
is one of the first long distance 
type switchboards used by Alex- 
ander Graham Eell to make the 
first New York to Chicago call. 

The old phone was part of a 
windfall discovery of antique 
equipment in Malden, where Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank Trahey had stored 
equipment that had originally be- 
longed to a Mr. Clausen, who Mrs. 
Trahey recalls was aninventor for 
the Bell System. Mr. Clausen died 
about 35 years ago. 

Some of the equipment he left 
behind includes telegraph testing 
equipment made by Western Elec- 
tric in 1882. The majority of these 
antiques have been purchased by 


Western Electric for use in dis- 
plays and exhibits. 


In 1959 the Univergity of Mas- 
sachusetts Cooperative Wildlife 
Unit, with assistance from the 
Division of Fisheries and Game, 
initiated a wild turkey restoration 
program. The program was and 
is financed by taxes on guns and 
ammunition. 

When the Division took over all 
management responsibilities in 
1966, the Quabbin flock was self- 
sustaining and capable of produc- 
ing genetically healthy birds for 
stocking in other areas of the state. 
After an absence of 115 years the 
wild turkey had returned to Mas- 
*sachusetts as an_ established 
species. 

Market hunting and trapping, and 
probably disease from domestic 
poultry, sped the turkey’s downfall 
but the ultimate limiting factor - 
and a recurrent theme in the loss 
of wildlife resources - was habitat 
destruction. The turkey vanished 
when expanding farms cut too 
deeply into mature hardwood 
forests. 

In 1851 the last native bird was 
shot on Mt. Tom, but ironically the 
changing economy of that period 
drew people from the farms and 
set the stage for the turkey’s come- 
back. Forests returned, gradually 
restoring more than half a million 
acres of potential turkey range. 
Today with the process continuing, 
five mainland areas support breed- 
ing populations and, witheachyear, 
the wild turkey’s future in Massa- 
chusetts looks brighter, 


Motorists would not have to pay 
both a state sales tax and an auto 
excise tax for the same calendar 
year, under legislation filed jointly 
by Senator William X. Wall of 
Lawrence and the American Auto- 
mobile Association. 

“Our bill would exempt the 
owner of a new car or newly- 
acquired used car from paying 
an excise tax on his vehicle be- 
cause he has already paid a sales 
tax on it,” said Senator Wall. 
‘‘When these two taxes are paid 
by the same person on the same 
vehicle for the same year, it is 
an unfair burden on the wage earner 
who needs a car to earna living. 

‘‘Cars are necessities today, but 
in Massachusetts they are being 
taxed at high luxury rates. Inorder 
to register a car here you must 
pay a 3% sales tax on the purchase 
price minus trade-in. You also 
must subsequently pay an excise 
tax at the rate of 6.6%,”

Andover’s 


Educational 
Perspective 


The school committees’ decision 
to review our building program was 
a very complex, difficult consid- 
eration. 

Any building program has a 


number of factors. The educa- 
tional program, population 
projection, areas of greatest 


growth, available land, and the 
ability to pay are a few of the 
significant considerations. 

Last March we proposed an 
addition to the high school as wel! 
as an addition to the Doherty 
School. Adding to the Doherty 
School was to achieve two pur- 
poses: to update the facilities 
and to provide additional seats at 
the elementary level. The addi- 
tion to the high school was to 
complete the project started a 
few years ago. In the first phase 
the high school was built to 
accomodate 1200 students. The 
core facility, comprising the cafe- 
teria, gymnasium, and media 
center, was designed to 
accomodate 1800 students. It was 
our understanding when a school 
for 1800 was built to house 1200 
in the first phase, that the town 
was committed to an addition as 
needed. 

Also included in the building 
plan was the renovation of some of 
our elementary schools. Since 
the priority last year was for 
extra space, the renovation plan 
was a secondary consideration. 
The individualized programs being 
established further highlight the 
need for flexible space in our 
elementary schools. 

After a most interesting town 
meeting in March, we find our- 
selves still in need of space and 
funds for renovation of some of 
our schools. The reasons for the 
defeat of both proposals last March 
are many. Some say the reason was 
money; others say we didn’t need 
the space; some had philosophical 
differences with the design; and 
others say we shouldn’t do any- 
thing but stay as we are. Such 
a mixed response is not healthy 
for any building program. 

In December 1971, we still need 
extra seats; our changing pro- 
grams require different space 
utilization; and some of our 


facilities are substandard. 

We have decided to design a 
comprehensive program and to 
share alternatives with the town 
and the state as they are developed. 
It is our hope that planning funds

All sounds, irrespective of type, 
have their physical origin in 
vibratory motion of some sort. 
Sounds ‘as physical phenomenon 
fall mainly into two classes: tone 
and noise. If the vibratory mo- 
tion is irregular and relatively 
complex, the resulting sensation 
is called ‘‘noise.’® If the motion 
is periodic and-relatively simple, 
the resulting sensation is called 
‘‘tone.’’ 

Occupying an intermediate posi- 
tion somewhere between tone and 
noise are vocabhles, the vowel and 
consonant sounds of _ speeck. 
Tones, noises, and vocables may 
all serve as musical material. 
Nor should one overlook the very 
important part played in music 
be the absence of sound-silence. 

The physical properties of any 
tone are four in number: 1. fre- 
quency 2. harmonic structure 3. 
amplitude of vibration and 4. 
duration. Translated into their 
psychological equivalents, these 
become, respectively, pitch, qual- 
ity, loudness and duration. 

Obviously, music as organized 
art, depends for its very existence 
on the availability of a variety of 
tones, differing .in pitch and quality 
and susceptible of variation in 
loudness and duration. But various 
voices and instruments can unite in 
ensemble only by the use of a 
common vocabulary of tones. Such 
a vocabulary, as crystallized in 
musical scales, forms the pitch 
material of music. There are many 
different tonal vocabularies, just 
as theré are many different 
languages, none of which is in 
universal use. 

Therefore, in summary, the 
properties of tone are pitch, qual- 
ity, loudness, and duration. In 
musical discussion, three of these 
properties, namely, quality, loud- 
ness and duration, are usually 
considered under the headings of 
‘‘tone-color’”’ (or timbre) dynam- 
ics and rhythm respectively.

Council To 
Act On 


Construction 


Nearly every hospital and health 
facility in the Merrimack Valley 
may he affected by emergency 
legislation enacted on Nov. 19, 
it was reported by Merrimack 
Valley Health Planning Council. 
The new law is aimed at preventing 
unnecessary expansion of health 
care facilities, and makes it illegal 
for a facility to be constructed 
or a service substantially changed 
unless the need for the facility 
or change in service is deter- 
mined by the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health. The 
law requires that the department 
be guided in its determinations 
by the comments of Merrimack 
Valley Health Planning Council. 

Health facility projects covered 
by the new law include those built 
but not yet opened, and any new 
facilities for which original 
licenses are required. Any project 
with a cost of less than $100,000 
are exempt from the law. 

While regulations have not yet 
been promulgated, MVHPC reports 
that it expects that it will have to 
review many major projects under 
the new law, Chapter 1080 of the 
Acts of 1971. The agency esti- 
mates that total costs of the pro- 
jects under evaluation exceeds $50 
million. In the Greater Lowell 
area, the projects may include 
the programs of Lowell General 
Hospital, St. Joseph’s Hospital, 
St. John’s Hospital, Lowell Tech- 
nological Institute, Model Cities, 
and Tewksbury Hospital. In the 
Greater Lawrence area, MVHPC 
expects to review the projects of 
Bon Secours Hospital, Clover 
Hill Hospital, J.awrence General 
Hospital, and Bessie Burke Me- 
morial Hospital. In the Haverhill/ 
Newburyport area, projects to be 
reviewed may include the Hale 
Hospital, Anna Jaques Hospital, 
and a health center in Haverhill. 
Several nursing home projects in 
the Merrimack Valley Region will 
also be reviewed. In addition, the 
proposal to relocate Lahey Clinic 
in Burlington will also be evaluated 
under the law. 

The emergency legislation ex- 
pires on May 31, 1972. It is 
anticipated that further legislation 
on the subject will be enacted prior 
to that date. Bills on determina- 
tion of need for health facilities 
were submitted during the last 
term by the Massachusetts Hospi- 
tal Association and Governor 
Francis W. Sargent but were not 
passed. The present law is con- 
sidered to be a _ temporary 
compromise between the bills filed 
last term. 

MVHPC is preparing to 
undertake the evaluations. Ina 
communication to all persons 
maintaining or planning to main- 
tain a health facility in the region, 
the. agency assured all applicants 
of ‘‘due process’ under the 
law,’’ and assistance in obtaining 
certification of need to all appli- 
cants whose projects are deter- 
mined to be needed. MVHPC, a 
non-profit organization governed 
by a board of trustees consisting 
of citizens of the region, main- 
tains offices at One Elm Square, 
Andover.

oT cae The heads of both the Open 
Campus and the Climate For 
Learning study committees have 
told the school committee that 
their committee members, broadly 
drawn from the community, had to 
go through lengthy and broad dis- 
cussions of basic educational ob- 
jectives before they could proceed 
with their specific charges. 
Committeemen Drs. Frank 
Griggs and Daniel Frishman won- 
dered ‘‘if you aren’t working with 
too many variables” and ‘‘should- 
n’t you assume some _ ‘givens’, 
if you want to get something done?’”’ 
But Committee Chairman William 
King and the superintendent as- 
sured them that whenever lay 
people from the community come 
in to work with the schools at a 
' decision level for the first time, 
they must go through this process 
to have an understanding to start 
from. King said there is a real 
benefit to the schools, from having 
20 or 30 more people go away 
afterwards with this under- 
standing, even if it takes time at 
the beginning. 

Committeeman Frank Hill has 
told his colleagues that the Open 
Concept committee, with faculty, 
student, business, recreation de- 
partment and police representa- 
tive, will have a fairly clear plan 
in its January progress report, on 
objectives of an open campus plan, 
implementation, and a three-phase 
timetable. Hill said that only the 
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school committee can deal with 
some of the questions, such as 
what the equivalence of some of 
the new projects and courses will 
be, in terms of diploma require- 
ments, and what the expanded 
opportunities for students and the 
community will mean to the high 
school faculty. 

The following requirements al- 
ready agreed on, Hill said, are 
possible with or without goi 
into an open campus plan: (1 
A list of mini-courses suggested 
by students themselves, (2) avail- 
ability of group projects such as 
environmental projects, Decisions 
Unlimited, or helping foreigners 
with naturalization process, etc., 
(3) Individual projects of indepen- 
dent study, student tutoring, etc. 


(4) student involvement in govern- - 


ment. Hill also said the Open 
Campus committee planned tovisit 
other school systems in various 
stages of adoption of open campus 
plans, before making its recom- 
mendations. Dr. Frishman sug- 
gested checking the now extensive 
cooperation of business firms with 
the Boston schools, to apply to 
Andover, and reminded Superin- 
tendent Seifert that this wouldn’t 
come to pass in Andover unless 
doind it was made part of someones 
actual job description. 

In reference to ‘‘drawing on 
the community,’’ Dr. Seifert said 
he hoped similar emphasis would 
be placed on students’ giving to 
the community. The frame of 
reference has always been what 
the student ‘‘takes’’ -- from the 
schools. He would like to see a 
major policy change so that giving 
-- a student’s participation in 
his school classes, (not simply 
enough attendance to pass the 
course), and some form of 
community service -- can become 
requirements for graduation, as 
well as ‘‘taking’? from the school 
and community. 

Garry Stephens, chairman of the 
Climate for Learning Committee, 
reported that this committee also 
went through an initial ‘mind- 
boggling’? examination of educa- 
tional objectives and assumptions. 

After dividing up the mind 
boggling questions and the 
committeemembers into more 
manageable portions, the com- 
mittee has been working through 
frequent long meetings toward a 
community questionnaire on An- 
dover’s actual and desiredclimate 
for learning. Stephens said that 
the difficult task was not just to 
prepare aquestionnaire, whichwas 
easy, but to prepare one which 
‘‘leads somewhere, tells you the 
things you want to know, gives you 
answers youcan do something with, 
instead of dead-end true-false 
answers that lead nowhere.”’ 


Most of the questions will in- 
volve ranking a choice of answers, 
in order of preference or value. 

Stephens said the committee was

States in 1852 - 1856, Franklin 
Pierce, A Jacksonian meeting in 
New Hampshire was no place for 
an abolitionist or free soiler! A 
few resisted this tide. John Parker 
Hale, a Jacksonian changed from 
a slavery apologist in the 1830’s 
to become the Free Soil Party’s 
candidate for President in 1852. 
The Whigs with their Federalist 
antecedents were more often the 
anti-slaveryites in New Hamp- 
Shire. The Democrats tried to 
ignore slavery and silence the 
abolitionist agitators in the hope 
that the issue would gO away. It 
didn’t. The New Hampshire Demo- 
crats followed the national party 
into minority status after a long 
tenure of rule. The New Hamp- 
shire Democrats suffered the final 
ignominy of losing to organized 
bigotry, the American or ‘‘Know 
Nothing” Party, in the state elec- 

tion in 1855.

Tips On 
Keeping 
Tree Fresh 


For a joyous and safe holiday, 
the Insurance Information Institute 
suggests that the best way to keep 
your tree fresh is to keep it out- 
side until you are ready to set it 
up. Use a sturdy stand that will 
hold water and keep the container 
filled. 

Set the tree so that it won’t 
block doorways, and away from 
sources of heat, especially fire- 
places. 

The Institute advises using 
flameproof decorations of glassor 
metal, not flammable cotton or 
paper. 

Never string metal trees with 
electric lights. Instead use off- 
the-tree lighting, with colored 


floodlights for a safe and colorful 
illumination. 
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Be sure to inspect your lighting 
sets for frayed wires and loose 
sockets. To be on the safe side 
discard damaged sets, using only 
sets with the Underwriters’ 
Laboratories Inc. label. Avoid 
overloading your electrical cir- 
cuits by plugging different lights 
into separate outlets, even if it 
means using cord extensions. 

Have a separate switch at some 
distance from the tree for turning 
the tree lights on and off. Never 
leave the tree lights burning when 
you go out or go to bed. 

Check the needles around the 
lights from time to time. If 
they begin to turn brown, change 
the position of the lights. 

Take the tree down when the 
needles begin to fall. Discard 
it outdoors; never burn it in the 
fireplace or in an incinerator. 

The Institute cautions parents to 
insist on safe toys -- those which 
can’t cause fire, shock, cuts or 
explosion. 

Good judgment is essential in 
purchasing chemical sets for 
children. Toys requiring fuel may 
be especially hazardous in young 
hands. All play with chemistry 
sets or toys involving fuels should 
be supervised by parents. 

The Toy Manufacturers of 
America, Inc. have ten suggestions 
to help parents in choosing toys. 
They are: Choose the most appro- 
priate toy for the child’s age level, 
interests and sex; where possible, 
buy brands you have found satis- 
factory in the past; stick to the 
products of U.S, toymakers as 
much as you can; look for the 
UL seal on electrical toys -- 
this shows that the toy has been 
tested for safety of all electrical 
parts and operations; read and 
follow instructions; exercise some 
play supervision; spotcheck toys 
occasionally for minor damage; 
discard or replace badly damaged 
toys; don’t allow toys to remain 
outdoors overnight; and protect 
toys with reasonable storage.

rence General Hospital Aid As- 
sgciation has pledged $62,000 over 
a five year period. 

The Aid Association. has two 
principle areas of action -- the 
hospital volunteer arm, through 
which nearly 150 women ofGreater 
Lawrence provide patients with 
escort messenger service and 
recreational therapy, and, through 
another volunteer group, staff the 
Hospitality Shop for visitors and 
hospital personnel. 

The other area, fund-raising, 
hospitality and community goodwill 
and service, is covered by the Aid 
Association’s board, which also 
oversees all Aid Association ac- 
tivities. 

Several board members, like 
Helen Marie Slipp, have small 
children or babies, and the con- 
siderable time they contribute to 
the hospital’s causes is spent 
largely at home, sometimes with 
a baby bottle in one hand and a 
telephone in the other, the Helen 
Marie Slipps arrange for monthly 
concerts for ambulatory or wheel- 
chair patients in KurthAuditorium, 
barbecues for the senior class of 
the nursing school, or a Health 
Career Day. This last is a fairly 
new community service of the Aid 
Association, to bring interested 
high school students together with 
professionals in medical, para- 
medical and related fields, to help 
them in career choice and career 
planning. 

Mrs. Slipp is chairman of the 
Hospitality and Arrangements 
committee of the Aid Association 
board, which arranges for these 
and other activities, entertain- 
ments community service pro- 
jects. 

But a principal responsibility 
is that $62,000 pledge, or $16,000 
a year, to the Joint Hospitals 
Drive, which will provide for 
elevator lobby, observation 
nursery, labor room and a pro- 
sonnel office. Helen Marie Slipp 
is a member of the Ways and 
Means committee too. 

Perennial Aid Association 
money-raisers are the TV rental 
service and sale of newspapers 
run by the Aid Association in the 
hospital, and the baby photo- 
graph service in the maternity 
ward. The Hospitality Shop turns 
over its profits to the Aid As- 
sociation too, but its costs are 
high, so special projects are al- 
ways necessary. 

One is the Camellia Ball, and 
this was Mrs. Slipp’s apprectice- 
ship to fundraising for the Aid 
Association. She worked on it 
two years ago, headed it up last 
year, and is credited with per- 
suading doctors by the dozens to 
support it with their attendance. 
A Fashion Show this fall took 
much of her summer time with 
arrangements, and she is off and 
running with the Hospital Follies 
for April. 

Helping hospitals comes 
naturally to Helen Marie Slipp, 
who is both adoctor’s daughter and 
doctor’s wife. Her husband, Donald 
J. Slipp, practices internal medi- 
cine locally, and she is the daugh- 
ter of the late Dr. H. Frank Mc- 
Carthy, a Lawrence surgeon. 

Money raising is not her only 
talent. The NorthAndover doctor’s 
wife is an accomplished amateur 
carpenter, and she reasons that 
she inherited her love of working 
with tools from her father. Pic- 
ture frames, bookcases, 
Christmas decor at the Slipp home, 
attest to her skill with the jig- 
saw, the level, the carpenter’s 
clamp. She makes all with 
pleasure and originality, and says 
that repairing an ancient dove- 
tailed bureau drawer is right down 
her alley. 

Back to the Aid Association - 
what are they looking for from the 
community? Support ofthe Follies 
in April, says Helen Marie Slipp, 
to raise money for the Joint Hos- 
pitals Drive, and more volunteers 
to give a morning or an afternoon
